1. The DYHERNFURT Plant (“istrict of ‘Dolny) was not blasted but 
was seized by tha Soviets in undamaged condition. ’ 


2. The stocks of finished products were removed before the eva~- 
cuation of the plant. However, part of these stocks were 
still in the Soviet occupation zone when hostilities anded. 


3. ‘the plant installetions were dismantlea. It is not known if 


the plant was completely dismantled or where dismantled instal-~ 
lations were shipped. 


4, When the plant was evacuated in Janusry 1945 most of the ner- 
sonnel moved to the hest, except one chemist by the nane of 
Dr.vonBOCK. it was later learned that he vent to the Soviet 25X1 
Union under contract, 
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
